attention on its own because 
of weather patterns and 
water levels in Lake Erie. 

"Waverly Beach is pretty 
much the only place we have 
this problem," said Tripp. 

To work towards a solu¬ 
tion, Tripp said Town staff 
investigated the possibility 
of making modifications to 
the shoreline or removal of 
the pier at the site when the 
final portion of the 
Friendship Trail was in the 
process of being built, it was 
determined not be possible. 

He said this has been an 
ongoing problem at the 
beach for a long time but 
this past summer, the prob¬ 
lem with algae escalated to 
what it was before the Rotary 
Club and its team of volun¬ 
teers cleaned it up over two 
weekends in August. 

"We are challenged with 
this every year, but it varies 
in its severity," said Tripp. 

"This year was the worst," 
he added. 

The Town wifi consider a 
workable solution to keep 
the beach free from algae 
accumulation of this magni¬ 
tude at budget time, creating 
a plan that will need to be 
endorsed by the ministry of 
natural resources.

If the Canadian Border 
Services Agency (CBSA) 
intends to follow through 
with its plan to amalgamate 
offices, Ward 1 Coun. Sandy 
Annunziata feels Niagara 
should be an area that servic¬ 
es are added to and not 
removed from. 

In a communication item 
included in a recent council 
package, CBSA informed the 
Town of Fort Erie that it 
intends to close its inland 
office at 469 Central Avenue 
by April of next year. At this 
location, trade compliance 
services delivered at this 
location will be moved to the 
Greater Toronto Area, it says 
in the recommendation pre¬ 
sented to councilors and the 
mayor on Monday. 

Annunziata said this order 
of business should have been 
considered with more debate 
and discussion, rather than 
in a communication item. 

“There was no considera¬ 
tion, in terms of informing 
the town,” said Annunziata 
outside of the council meet¬ 
ing. 


There are four border 
crossings in the region and 
the Peace Bridge is the most 
heavily traveled crossing 
along the border, when it 
comes to automobile traffic. 

“If there is going to be a 
centralization of efforts, 
you’d figure it would be in 
Niagara,” he said. 

Annunziata is worried that 
jobs will be lost or those who 
are offered to continue their 
employment at the CBSA at a 
different location, will be 
burdened with inconven¬ 
ience and gas prices. 

He said the motion’s intent 
is to draw attention to this 
matter, hoping the CBSA will 
reconsider its plans. 

“At the very least, give 
some forethought to relocat¬ 
ing those options here in 
Niagara.” 

CBSA spokesperson Esme 
Bailey said job losses are not 
anticipated and that the 
elimination of some posi¬ 
tions is expected to be offset 
by attrition and the normal 
movement of employees 
within the public service. 

Bailey noted that all gov¬ 
ernment programs are 
reviewed on a regular cycle to 
ensure they are effective and 
efficient, while responding to 
the priorities of Canadians in 
line with core federal respon¬ 
sibilities. 

“This ensures that funding 
is allocated to programs that 
are a high priority for 
Canadians and that these 
program produce results,” 
said Bailey. 

It will eliminate duplica¬ 
tion of efforts, minimize costs 
and achieve greater consis¬ 
tency, while improving serv¬ 
ice delivery through centres 
of expertise, according to the 
CBSA. 

“Consolidating these 
southern Ontario operations 
will not by any means hinder 
the CBSA’s ability to provide 
integrated border services, 
while upholding national 
security and public safety," 
said Bailey.

Despite EMS' best efforts to 
support NHS initiatives and 
internally develop programs, 
processes and policies to 
address the issue, offload 
delays remains the "main 
challenge" facing the service. 

"Off-load delays have a 
negative impact on front-line 
EMS staff, management, 
budgets and most important¬ 
ly, patients," according to the 

"Paramedics have transi¬ 
tioned from providing street- 
level care to spending an 
increasing amount of their 
time performing 'hallway 
care' as they often are 
required to provide ongoing 
patient support in the hospi¬ 
tal setting for several hours 
after arrival prior to the trans¬ 
fer of patient care." 

In some recent instances, 
the transfer of a patient to 
hospital staff has taken four to 
six hours and in some cases, 
up to eight hours with the 
patient remaining on an EMS 
stretcher while they wait for 
an available hospital bed. 

"To put this into perspec¬ 
tive, in these circumstances 
one patient may consume the 
equivalent of one-half to two- 
thirds of one, 12-hour ambu¬ 
lance,” notes the report 
"Given the limited available 
resources due to offload 
delays, emergency medical 
dispatchers are continually 
challenged to ensure ade¬ 
quate regional coverage."

There were 
about a half dozen children 
there, so naturally some fun 
and games ensued. 

Everyone at the gathering 
decided a couple rounds of 
"manhunter,” a form of hide 
and seek, would be a great 
way to spend the afternoon. 

When Bailey hid behind a 


shed in the backyard, he felt 
something bite his leg. 

He brushed himself off 
and didn't think too much 

Days later, he suffered 
from an extremely high 
fever and his girlfriend 
Cheryl immediately took 
him to the Miller Fillmore 
Hospital in Buffalo, consid¬ 
ering he is a U.S resident. 

"He was dripping with 
sweat, that's how bad the 
fever was," said Burnham. 

His health quickly deteri¬ 
orated and he eventually 
spent two weeks in a coma, 
after what Burnham says 
doctors explained to be the 
result of a bite from a brown 
recluse spider. The small 
insect laid eggs inside him 
and Bailey has endured 
nine surgeries to remove the 
eggs and anything else the 
dangerous critter left 
behind. 

Bailey was able to over¬ 
come the ordeal and is no 
longer in the hospital but 
both he and Cheryl want the 
community to take extra 
precaution when spending 
time in the outdoors. 
Considering there were sev¬ 


eral small children at the 
backyard gathering that 
day, they are thankful it 
wasn't one of them that had 
to go through this near- 
death experience. 

"If it was one of the chil¬ 
dren, they wouldn't have 
survived this," said 
Burnham recently. 

"This is really serious, 
people need to know these 
things are around here," she 
added. 

At one point, doctors told 
the couple Bailey may need 
to have his leg amputated, 
because of the deep cut the 
bite caused around most of 
his hip. He is currently 
going through rehabilita¬ 
tion and on track to getting 
his life back to normal. 

"People really need to 
know these things are 
around," he said. 

Calls to the ministry of 
natural resources on this 
species were not returned.

The Fort Erie Meteors 
have dropped their first two 
games of the regular season, 
but they know what it is that 
needs to be improved on. 

Opening the year on 
Saturday night at home 
against the top team in the 
golden horseshoe league 
from last season, the 
Meteors suffered a brutal 
10-2 loss at the Leisureplex 
against the St. Catharines 
Falcons.
